But this ig about the only 
thing I have in common with Mr. 
Benda, except for the “rad tape” 
and other inconveniences. 


As for putting immigrants and sa- 
bras together: I live in a block 
which is not full of new immi- 
rants and the only place I have’ 
been invited to Is that of a couple 
who apent two years in England. 

I have been here one and a half 
year, my case is not an isolated 
one. ‘Why can't people believe that 


to start from the beginning, hoping 
for the opportunity of a happy iife 
in Israel.

CABINET TAKING UP ΝΕ 


LEC. WAGE CLAIM

The latest wage-bid by electricity 
workers poSes a perplexing. prob- 
jem for the Cabinet, which ig -ex- 
pected to take it up today. 

On the one hand, the new claim 
is a breach of a signed labour con- 
fract and demands increases that 
are plainly in excess of .what most 
other wi TS are getting. 

On the other hand, the size of 
the benefits in dispute ia not very 
considerable, and, .most important, 
the Histadrut supports the work- 
ers’ claims, on the grounds that 
they were accepted in principle 
the Israel Electric Corpora’ 
(LE.C.) management. So why must 
the Government interfere? 

Treasury men explain that all 
government companies, including 
the ILE.C, have been instructed to 
abide by the “package: deal” wege 
policy, agreed upon by the Govern- 
ment, the Histadrut and the Manu- 
-facturers Association in 1970. . It 
allowed for the following specific 
benefits: wages up by 6 per cent 
(in two annual instalments), the 
Cost-of-Living allowance by 7.6 per 
cent, social benefits by 2 per cent; 
and it takes into account a wage- 
creep of 6 per cent. The total in- 
crease comes to 18-20 per cent. Fi- 
nance Minister Sapir thereupon in- 
structed all government companies 
to abide by that contract. 

NEW WAGE SCALE 

LE.C. negotiated an entirely new 
Wwage-scale with its employees. In- 
stead of basic wages (excluding the 
C-o-L allowance) ranging . from 
IL275 to 11.985, it substituted a

He is Jan Shatzletsky, a former™ 
career member of the Polish Fore'gn 
Office, who at one time served as 
counsellor in the Russian Umbassy 
in Egypt. He was dismissed from 
his post in 1968. 


Shatzletsky, who speaks Hebrew 
fluently, is a native of Lida, near 
Vilna, and received his early school- 
ing in the Gymnasia Tarbut, He 
told reporters here that only a few 
thousand Jews remain in Poland, 
most of them elderly people. He ad- 
ded that the Polish authorities, zor 
the most part, are not permitting 
Jews to leave for Israel. 


Kiev Jews who arrived on the 
same flight reported that persons 
now applying there for exit visas 
are met with insults. In addition, 
the officials try to apply all forms 
of pressure to “convince” Jews not 
to register for emigration to Israel. 


One of them told of a local Jew 
who was arrested a month ago and 
had his exit visa confiscated because 
he had in his gossession a letter 
signed by 25 Kiev Jewish families, 
which he had been requested to 
transfer to the West. 


Meanwhile, the Riga family who 
had declared a sit-down strike here, 
insisting on a flat in Holon, left 
the terminal Friday.

TEL AVIV. — As of this morning, 
the Israel Defence Forces has 8 
sew Chief Chaplain, 

Rabbi Shlomo Goren, the familiar 
and controversial figure, is leaving 
the chaplalncy after 2344 years in 
the Army to become Chief Rabbi 
of Tel Aviv-Jaffa and President of 
its Rabbinical Courts. His succes- 
sor is Rabbi Mordechai Ptron, for 
many years his deputy. 

The Army spokesman, in making 
the official announcement last night, 
noted that Rabbt Pirou was being 
promoted from the rank of Aluf- 
Mishne (Colonel) to that of ‘Tat- 
Aluf (Brigadier). Rabbi Goren holds 
the rank of Aluf (Major-General). 
He will be formally installed in of- 
fice here Tuesday in an elaborate 
ceremony. Rabbi Goren is considered 
8 leading candidate for the post of 
Chief Rabbi of Israel. 

Rabbi Goren (formerly Goron- 
chik) was born in 1917 in Zembrov, 
Poland. He arrived in this country 
at the age of ten, his first home be- 
ing in Kfar Hassidim. In 1928 he 
began his rabbinical studies in Je- 
rusalem, 

-In 1936, when the Muftl’s 
launched their anti-Jewish riots, he 
became a supernumary policeman 
in Jerusalem, Between 1940-44 he 
studied philosophy, mathematics and 
bol Classics at the Hebrew Univer- 

The War of Independence’ found 
him fighting on the Jerusalem front 
with Hagana forces. With the for- 
mation of the Israel Defence For- 
ces, Rabbi Goren became Its Chief 
Chaplain with the rank of Colonel 
and, on Day, 1968, he 
was promoted to the rank of Ajuf 
(General). While in the army, Aluf 
Goren completed a number of spe- 
cialized Army courses including that 
of the paratroopers, and has earned 
his wings,

advantage of the steadily weaken- 
ing U.S. military posture, and they 
dismiss the optimism expressed in 
various quarters here regarding the 
prospects for reduced military ten- 
sions between the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union. 

Defence analysts whom I consult- 
ed believe that the shifting power 
balance in the Hastern Mediter- 
ranean cou perhaps awaken France 
and Italy to shift more attention and 
resources to their defence interests 
in the Western Mediterranean. Until 
now these countries have left the 
‘U.S. carry the burden. 

They add thet in the long run 
it would be in U.S. interests to be 
able to use the Sixth Fleet in a 
more flexible manner, shifting some 
of its strength to the Pacific or 
other waters. However, they note 
that any such change cannot be 
envisaged as long as Nato’s present 
defence concepts remain unchanged. 

These sources also believe that 
Russia’s military build-up in the 
Middle Bast is a direct result of the 
Tsrael-Arab conflict, with Moscow 
exploiting U.S. identification with 
Israel, They say another war could 
be disastrous to the U.S. in those 
Arab countries where U.S. influence 
still exists. For this reason they be- 
Heve a gettiement of the conflict is 
@ highest priority. 

At the same time they admit that 
U.S. leverage to bring about a set- 
tlement is severely imited. Ultima- 
tely it resolves itself to pressure 
upon Israel, which in turn would 
mean denial of weaponry. But this, 
the analysts admit, could itself bring 
about conflict either by eHclting So- 
viet-Egyptian adventurism or Israeli 
desperation. 
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‘These sources also tend to doubt 
the possibilities of a Big Two im- 
posed settlement. They question 
whether the Soviets could or would 
seek a solution not totally acceptabie 
to Cairo, Moreover, any U.S. move 
to work out an agreement with 
Moscow over the heads of the par- 
ties could have serious repercus- 
sions among the Nato countries, 
especially as sensitive talks may be 
getting under way on mutual troop 
reductions in Europe. 

Regarding the more general ques- 
tion of what the U.S. would or 
should do in the event of a Soviet- 
backed thrust at Iarael, these sour-

balance in the East Mediterranean 
would be only ane factor guiding 
decisions. There are U.S. officials 
who belteve that the Russians may 
be deliberately seeking to use Israel 
as a model to embarass the US.
